Cruz or expect to be recouped for 
the enormous expenditures already 
made in. an attempt to pacify Mexico 
was given to the Mexican delegates 
soon after the conference, opened. 
This made it easy for the opposin 
delegates to meet harmoniously. 1 
was responsible largely for the easi 
with which a general understandinj 
was readied 'between them and ,i 
lent consistency to the demand tha 
consideration be .given the constitu 
tionalists cause. 


The submission yesterday of the 


American plan, accompanied 'by ver 
ibal statements from the 
delegates 


of the United States, removed al 
doubt that this country was not, dis 
posed to make any unnecessary drain 
upon Mexico's already depleted & 
nances. 


No names have been agreed upon 


between the Mexican or American 
delegates for the " liew 
provisional 


president or cabinet. 


The program of the proceedings

if.the constitutionalists are 'willing 
'to . discuss the peace plan with the 
American government an agreement 
can be' reached in a short time as 
the program already makes provi- 
sion for liberal -participation by the- 


- constitutionalists in the new provi- 
sional government. 
\ The correspondence 'between the 
mediators and the. constitutionalists 
•is expected to .be 'brought to an end 
, in another day or two. The media-' 
.tors are insistent on their 
original 


terms—declaration of an armistice 
and broadening^ the discussion from 
Internal, to international 
questions.

Prompted by -a desire to arouse 


opposition to Governor Cox rather 
than an intent to secure fair pay 
and justice iu taxation, the staiulpat

dered into arguing that the Warnes 
lax law protects owners, of intang- 
ible property from the assessors. At- 
tempting to buttress their argument,

Whether it was taken as a warning or 
u threat, the statement of Senator 
Borah that the river and harbor .appro- 
priation bill would not be allowed to 
pass until the bill extending 'the time 
for making payments by settlers on 
reclamation projects had been.passed 
caused 
considerable 
consternation 


among men who are much interested in 
the river and harbor bill. 
' ",-•'• 


Some of them can remember that 


Grover Cleveland once vetoed a river 
and" harbor bill, that on one or two 
occasions a river and harbor bill has 
been" hung up in congress and then 
that memorable" occasion when Tom 
Carter of Montana talked a river and 
harbor bill to death. Senator Borah, 
who understands the great desire of 
men in both houses -for a river and 
harbor bill, said: 


"There is such powerful momentum 


behind certain forms of legislation in 
congress that every man knows that 
if he wants to ride through he had 
better get on that particular wagon." 
The Idaho senator proposed to get Ms 
reclamation legislation on the river and 
harbor bill If possible. 


Prolonging the Session. 


"What was also rather significant in 


the remark of Senator Borah was his 
declaration that congress could not af- 
•ford to go home without passing the 
bill for settlers on these reclamation 
projects and said that if it was pro- 
posed to adjourn on the' 1st of Septem- 
ber the senate could very well afford 
to spend thirty days -more considering. 
this important legislation. 
There is 


also involved the question that is more 
important to each individual member 
than anything else—that Is, an adjourn- 
ment so that they can go home and 
take part in the campaigns in their 
different districts and states. 


Wasting Time. 


It was during the discussion of this 


matter that Senator Thomas of Colo- 
rado remarked that the senate "wasted 
more than half its time in idle and use- 
less discussion." 


"Did the senator say only half of 


our time?" asked 'Sena'tor Kenyon of 
Iowa. 


"I want to be as moderate as possi- 


ble," replied the Colorado senator. 
And then he had to confess, which ev- 
erybody knew, that he was ''as guilty 
as any of my colleagues in using up 
a good deal of time that might perhaps 
be devoted to more useful purposes." 


Senator Gallinger Has Regrets. \ 


"I cannot help expressing regret,' 


said Senator Gallinger, during consid- 
eration of the naval appropriation bill, 
"that in a moment of .mental aberra- 
tion and for the purpose of doing n 
pleasant thing, I voluntarily retired 
from the committee on naval affairs 
"and as a result I fear that the appro- 
priations for tlie nary yard in my state 
have suffered." 


The senator had been pointing Out 


.how all other navy yards had received 
liberal appropriations and yet when 
he attempted to secure anything.it had 
been defeated. He said that the yard 
at Portsmouth, N. H., was the only one 
north of Cape Hatteras that was free 
from ice at all times of the year. "Be- 
fore another appropriation bill appears 
in the senate," said Senator Gallinger. 
"1 shall try to cultivate the acquain- 
tance of the secretary of. the navy and 
get on the blind side of the committee 
on naval affairs in the hope that the 
New Hampshire yard may not be en- 
tirely forgotten in the future." 


Mann's Change of Tactics. 


For the most part during the time 


that he has been leading the minority 
Congressman Mann of Illinois has 
been rather conciliatory toward the 
Progressives and shown an inclination 
to meet them halfway on any proposi- 
tion that would seem to unite them 
with the Republicans. But only re- 
cently he changed .tactics and has been 
rather - antagonistic. 
Perhaps he be- 


lieves, as he has asserted, that the 
rank and file of the Republicans that 
left the party to become Progressives 
will return to the Republican party 
this fall and that only the leaders of 
the Progressives will be left. 


Might Mind Our Own Business. 


Senator Vardaman of Mississippi 


was making an argument against great 
expenditures for military purposes, and 
Senator Works Of California asked him 
if he did not think it was well for this 
government "to prepare for wnr wheri 
it invades a weak and crippled foreign 
nation." 


The Mississippi senator said that he 


did not know the facts behind the 
movement 1n Mexico, but that "person- 
ally I have about come to the conclu- 
sion that it would be infinitely better 
if the American people would attend 
to their -own business and let the other 
nations of the'earth attend to theirs. 
I am tired of-having this government 
play ihe role of policeman for the west- 
ern hemisphere."

Ancient Gama. of Football. 


Football is probably the oldest of 


England's national games. At Derby 
a game of football was played as early 
as the third century in commemora- 
tion ot victory over the Roman legion1 
at Chester: The first football used in 
the annual game—still played each 
Easter—is said to have been the head 
of a Danish Invader. In the Isle of 
Purbeck, too. the free quarrymen from 
time immemorial have perpetuated 
their claim to a grant of land by kick- 
Ing a football across it. In the four- 
teenth century the game "was so popu- 
lar as to call forth an edigt forbidding 
it, on the ground that it interfered with 
the practice of more martial exercises. 
In later times Shakespeare referred 
contemptuously to the game, but per- 
baps few would be able to turn up 
readily the passage in "King Lear" de- 
scribing "a base football player."—Lon- 
don Standard. 


Chinese Porcelain. 


The Chinese have a national art in 


the production of porcelain. Not until 
the time of Palissy and "Wedgwood can 
Europe be said to have entered into 
rivalry with the best works of China. 
But an enormous difference separates 
the work of China and Europe. Chi- 
nese work in porcelain 
represents 


ideals, symbolic usages and perhaps 
allegories, which have their counter- 
part in the medieval stained glass to 
be seen in many of the oldest cathe- 
drals. While these are religious and 
attempt to embody in colors on a flat 
ground regardless of light and shade, 
but in symbolic colors, incidents in the 
lives of real personages or symbolic- 
conventions associated with religious 
ceremonies or ideas Chinese decora- 
tive art appeals to a sense of beauty in 
a manner that would have been appre- 
ciated by the ancient Greeks. 


Terminology of the Lie. 


Mr. Lloyd-George, with Celtic direct- 


ness, calls it "a He." The Saxon prefers 
a periphrasis. Mr. Churchill's "termi- 
nological inexactitude" has become a 
classic, though Mr. Barry Pain did 
rather well with "mendacious diathe- 
sis." The parliamentary evasion is the 
most polite, for when "the honorable 
member opposite has been gravely mis- 
informed" the compliment implied is 
frequently too subtle to carry across 
the floor of the house. The "Autocrat" 
defined the lie when he said. "The devil 
has many tools, but a lie is the handle 
which fits them all." Mark Twain's 
definition is equally neat "A lie," he 
•said, "is an abomination unto the Lord, 
but a very present help in time of 
trouble."—London Spectator.

sum -not less than one dollar nor 
more than five hundred dollars
